It was the first time 
he ever had anything that looked like 
success, but the Scriptures say that 
"to him that hath shall be given/' 
and Pat Driscoll has never done a 
thing but pile up money ever since. 
People say he is worth more thau $1,- 
000,000. 
He has an income of from 


$13,000 to $20,000 a month from his 
mine.

SUcklug Lime Set the Timbers Aulue— 


How It Wa» Put Out. 


One of the most exciting stories I 


have heard out West, writes W. E. 
Curtis,in the Chicago Record, is about 
the fire in Johnson's tunnel, down on 
the Santa Fe line iu Arizona, where 


j it pierces Bill Williams' mountain. 
j Bill Williams was an old-timer, one of 
' the First settle!s of Arizona, and a 
j great man in his way. 
A monument 


! has been erected to his memory on the 
site of the mountain that bears his 
name. 
He discoveied the best pass 


over t'_ie Rockies in this zone, and the 
results of his enterprise and intelli- 
gence are seen in every direction. 
There is a Bill Williams i iver. as well 
as a Bill Williams mountain and a Bill 
Williams town. 


Johnson was one of the engineers 


who laid out the original right of way 
for the Atlantic 
Jc Pacific railway, 


which is now the Santa Fe, and in 
running 
a 
line through the Bill 


Williams canyon he struck a place 
where ihe mountain projected over it 
so that it could not be cut away, and 
it was impossible to build a bridge. 
So Johnson bored a tunnel 326 feet 
long through the solid granite, and 
built it up inside with timbers covered 
with sheet iron. 
It happened to be, 


however, a limestone formation, and 
the 
liniewater that trickled down 


from the rocks ate away the iron sheet- 
ing in spots. The matter was reported 
several times at headquarters, and the 
superintendent at Albuquerque sent 
up the material for a new lining, which 
was extra galvanized, so as to be rust 
proof. 
It happened that at just about 


that time theie was a tremendous lot 
of traffic aud the Santa Fe company 
had to borrow several engines to help 
haul its freight. 
The extra engines 


burned soft coal and coughed up lots 
of sparks, one of which managed to 
creep through a hole that the linie- 
water had eaten iu the lining of the 
tunnel and set the wood that was 
under it on fire. 


It must have been smouldering a 


week or two before it was discovered. 
The engineers reported that theie was 
a good deal of smoke in the tunnel, 
but it was not considered a matter of 
any importance until the iron sheeting 
got so hot that it could be noticed by 
the people in the trains that ran 
through. 
Then an examination was 


made, and at the request of the section 
boss they hauled up a lot of water in 
tanks from the nearest supply, which 
was twelve miles away. 
But when 


this water was thrown on it slaked the 
lime and made the fire worse than 
ever. 
All traffic was stopped for a 


week on the whole length of the road, 
and the superintendent and all the 
other big men of the road were up 
there to fix things. 


As soon as the tunnel was cool 


enough they sent in every man who 
could be hired to work there. 
They 


tore out all the old lining and replaced 
it with new wood planking and gal- 
vanized sheets of iron. The job was 
rapidly done and nicely finished. The 
laborers were sent away, the debris 
was all cleaned up and disposed of 
and the trains had resumed their 
schedule time about one day when the 
operator sent a telegram to overtake 
the superintendent, who was on his 
way home, and told him that the 
tunnel was on fire again. 
It harl 


caught before his special train was 
out of sight. 


Perhaps one of the old timbers was 


left carelessly smoldering; perhaps 
the new timbers ignited from the 
slacking lime,but however itliappened 
it was burning a week before the men 
could go back into the tuuuel again, 
and it took two weeks to clear it out 
and put in a lining that was fireproof. 
The workmen demanded §10 a day 
wages, so great was the danger from 
gas and lime and falling rocks, and so 
intense was the heat. The superin- 
tendent of construction was killed by 
a falling rock while the repairs were 
going on. 
Several other men were 


permanently disabled by similar acci- 
dents, and the cost of repiars was 
several hundred thousand dollars, to 
say nothing of the earnings that were 
lost by the suspension of traffic while 
the Johnson tunnel was on fire.

are really immaterial to the welfare of 
the plant is evidenced by the fact that 
perfect fruits are often developed 
whether the blossoms are fertilized or 
not. In the hands of the horticul- 
turists it would be an easy matter to 
produce eggplants that would have 
only the slightest trace of raiitnen- 
tary seed organs, or, vice versa, it 
would be possible to develop a class 
of fruits that would be supplied with 
an abundance of large, 
full-grown 


seeds. 


Nature's hints thus supplied in a 


few isolated cases have been the op- 
portunities of man to raise a class of 
seedless fruits. Sometimes it is merely 
a freak of nature that happens only 
once or twice in a generation, and if 
the opportunity is missed the loss is 
great. To this origin we owe our fine 
California navel orange, which is gen- 
erally a seedless fruit, although occa- 
sionally a few small seeds are to be 
found in it. The naval orange was an 
effort of nature to produce twins, but 
one of the twins aborted, merely sur- 
viving as a protn'oerance in the blos- 
som end of the orange, a little kernel 
enveloped in the .skin, which closely 
resembles the human navel in appear- 
ance.

We import from Italy and Spain 


about 1,000,000 gallons'of olive oil 


, annually. There is a popular belief 
that much of it is cottonseed oil, sent 


, over from this country for adultera- 
tion and brought back in bottles bear- 
ing Italian labels. Bnt the rapid de- 
velopment of the olive oil industry in 
California will soon make this unnee- 
| essary. Italy markets 70,000,000 gal- 
lons of oil, valued at §120,000,000, 
annually, and the product of Spain is 


; not innch less. Last year the ship- 
ments from California amounted to 50 
cars in bulk. 
This year they will be 


nearly double,and when all the groves 
in southern California conie into bear- 
ing and tbe superiority and purity of 
the American oil become known the 
industry will assume great impor- 
tance. But the olive oil growers are 
. meeting with the same prejudice that 
was formerly felt against California 
wines.

ess can fix that color or change it to 
the familiar shade of green that is 
borne by imported fruit.

Scientific kite-Sying has made greal

Debnt of a BlgT Chatideller. 


The largest and handsomest cbaude- 


lier in America was lighted in the con- 
versation room of the city hall on the 
day of the inauguration of Mayor Ash- 
bridge. 
This wonderful lamp, or, 


more properly speaking, electrolier, 
was made from an original design,after 
the Renaissance models. 
It is con- 


structed entirely of solid brass and 
weighs 4200 pounds. 
Its length, or 


rather the distance from the ceiling 
to the lowest point of the electrolier, 
is thirty-six feet and four inches. 
It 


has one hundred and fifty incandescent 
electric lights of sixteen candle power 
each, or a total of 2400 caudle power. 


The lights are arranged in tiers, each 


tier :being suspended from a chased 
braps circle, supported by gracefully 
curved arms, radiating from the cen- 
tral standard. 
The bottom and small- 


est circle of lights contains twelve 
lamps. 
Jnsfc above them in a heavy, 


leaded cut glass globe, three feet in 
diameter, 
are thirty more lamps. 


Around the top of the globe circle 
twenty-four additional lights, while 
above them radiate twelve beautifully 
chased brass arms, each supporting 
seven lamps. 
The circle formed bj 


the twelve arms is eight feet in diam- 
eter.—Philadelphia Inquirer.
